On  Sunday,  February  16,  at  the  Athletic  Center,  All-Sing,  Lam- 
buth's  annual  musical  extravaganza,  sponsored  by  the  Interfrater- 
nity  and  Panhellenic  Councils,  raised  about  $500  to  aid  in  a  new 
emergency  shelter  for  the  Salvation  Army.  This  musical  program 
spotlighted  seven  talented  groups  which  included  the  Black  Student 
Union,  Alpha  Omicron  Pi  Sorority,  Phi  Mu  Fraternity  for  Women, 
Sigma  Kappa  Sorority,  and  Kappa  Alpha  Order,  Kappa  Sigma 
Fraternity,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  fraternities  for  men.  Each  group 
presented  an  eight  to  ten  minute  musical  presentation  with  awards 
given  to  the  Most  Musical  Women,  Most  Musical  Men,  Most 
Entertaining  and  Best  Ail-Around  Talent.

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President  Gilmer  and 

Dean  Mayo  Upgrade  the 

College 

Before  resigning  during  the  1986-87  school  year  to  take  an  academic  sabbatical,  Dr. 
Harry  Gilmer  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  several  projects  he  had  suggested  and  sup- 
ported come  to  fruition.  In  his  six  years  as  President  of  Lambuth  College,  Dr.  Gilmer 
displayed  concern  for  the  college  as  a  whole  and  genuine  friendliness  toward  faculty, 
staff,  and  students  alike,  dedicating  time  and  spirit  as  well  as  energy  to  upgrading  the 
school  in  many  different  areas.  He  reorganized  Lambuth's  administration  and  in- 
stituted a  long  range  planning  process,  supported  facility  improvements,  including 
the  total  renovation  of  Jones  Hall  and  construction  of  a  new  art  building,  and  backed 
the  reinstitution  of  football  on  the  intercollegiate  level.  Even  more  important  than 
these  improvements  were  changes  in  the  curriculum.  In  the  past  six  years  new  ma- 
jors have  been  developed  in  computer  science,  broadcast  communication,  and  recrea- 
tion, and  a  challenging  new  core  curriculum  has  been  instituted.  According  to  Dean 
Mayo,  this  core  curriculum  meets  what  Dr.  Gilmer  always  saw  as  a  need  for  Lambuth 
to  provide  a  Christian  and  a  critical  perspective  toward  the  world  and  its  problems. 

As  Executive  Vice  President  and  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  for  the  past  four  years, 
Dr.  Charles  Mayo  has  also  been  supportive  of  and  instrumental  to  the  development 
of  this  core  curriculum.  This  fall,  Dean  Mayo  was  able  to  say  proudly  that  this  cur- 
riculum which  has  been  in  effect  for  three  years  anticipated  by  two  years  the  findings 
of  a  recently  published  Carnegie  Report  on  higher  education.  In  practice,  this  was 
the  first  year  for  the  mandatory  Junior  interdisciplinary  courses,  and  Dean  Mayo 
was  pleased  with  their  outcomes.  He  feels  that  the  content  of  these  courses  not  only 
provided  the  Juniors  with  opportunities  to  explore  the  relationships  between  several 
fields  of  study  in  one  class,  but  also  gave  the  faculty  opportunities  to  assess  each  stu- 
dent's ability  to  think,  criticize,  and  write.  Moreover,  the  Dean  predicted  that  these 
classes  provided  valuable  preparation  for  the  liberal  arts  types  of  questions  that  will 
appear  on  the  comprehensive  examinations  which  all  graduating  students  must  pass 
under  the  requirements  of  the  new  core  curriculum.  With  the  support  of  Dr.  Gilmer, 
Dean  Mayo,  and  the  faculty,  this  new  curriculum  has  the  potential  to  assure  that 
there  truly  will  be  Lambuth  graduates  and  not  simply  business,  biology,  or  English 
majors. 
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The  course  offerings  at  Lambuth  College  are  divided  into  six 
areas  or  divisions.  This  year  the  Arts,  Humanities,  Education, 
Social  Science,  Business  Administration  and  Economics,  and 
Science  and  Mathematics  division  each  contributed  its  part  to 
the  overall  goals  of  a  liberal  arts  college.  In  the  classroom  pro- 
fessors showed  their  dedication  and  versatility.  Second 
Semester  Dr.  Gene  Davenport  returned  to  the  Humanities 
Division,  after  having  taken  a  sabbatical  in  the  fall  semester  to 
work  on  a  book  about  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  to  teach  a 
course  dealing  with  Wiesel,  the  recent  Nobel  Peace  Prize  win- 
ner, and  the  effects  of  the  Holocaust.  Dr.  Robert  Carlton  of  the 
Science  and  Mathematics  Division  offered  again  during  the 
Spring  Semester  a  course  on  the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruc- 
tion. Throughout  the  year  various  professors  also  worked 
closely  with  Lambuth  Scholars,  allowing  these  students  to  pur- 
sue independent  projects,  prepare  presentations,  or  engage  in 
other  activities  as  an  alternative  to  taking  classes  the  tradi- 
tional way.  Each  of  the  divisions  not  only  had  challenging 
academic  offerings  for  students,  but  also  projects  which  en- 


riched the  school  as  a  whole.  Each  division  was  responsible  for 
at  least  one  convocation  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the 
diverse  professional  speakers  brought  on  campus  by  the  dif- 
ferent divisions,  some  divisions  provided  programs  regularly 
throughout  the  year.  Dr.  Ronnie  Barnes  had  planetarium 
shows  every  week,  the  Humanities  division  sponsored  several 
faculty  forums,  and  the  Social  Science  Division,  under  the 
direction  of  Roger  Bates,  staged  the  eleventh  annual 
Sociological  Symposium.  As  always,  the  Arts  Division  was 
especially  active,  giving  concerts,  stage  and  road  productions, 
and  art  exhibits,  and  for  the  first  time  ever,  Marcia  Mittlestadt 
prepared  to  go  to  New  York  City  with  the  Concert  Choir  in 
May.  The  Art  Division,  headed  by  Dalton  Eddleman,  also 
made  an  effort  to  integrate  more  fully  the  activities  of  its  three 
very  active  departments  and  to  determine  more  accurately  its 
mission  as  a  part  of  a  liberal  arts  college.  The  other  five  divi- 
sions joined  the  Arts  Division  in  an  attempt  to  clarify  their 
missions  as  a  teaching  of  ideas,  an  application  of  these  ideas  or 
an  admixture  of  the  two.

During  the  second  year  of  Andy  Rushing's  tenure,  Eagle  baseball  took 
a  turn  for  the  better  despite  a  17-31  overall  record,  7-9  in  the  con- 
ference. "When  you  realize  that  20  of  our  31  losses  came  to  teams 

ranked  in  the  Top  20  in  one  division  or 
another,  we  had  a  real  good  year,"  said 
Rushing.

Highlights  of  the  '86  season  included 
sweeping  the  Nashville  members  of  the 
conference,  playing  top-ranked  NAIA  com- 
petition in  Oklahoma  and  Texas,  and 
defeating  U.  Texas-Arlington  (NCAA  div. 
I)  soundly  on  the  spring  trip.  This  year's 
spring  trip  entailed  games  against  tough 
competition  in  Pensacola,  FL,  and  Mobile, 
AL. 

The  leaders  for  the  '86  Eagles  were  MVP 
Joey  Lewis  (.405  avg.,  22  stolen  bases,  41 
runs  scored),  Outstanding  Pitcher  Lea 
Manhein  (7-5  record,  stellar  5-2  conference 
mark),  Outstanding  Offensive  Player  Rus- 
ty Carson  (.365  avg.),  and  Outstanding 
Defensive  Player  Randy  Harrell  (played  3 
infield  positions). 

The  outlook  for  the  '87  Eagles  was  even 
brighter,  maybe  even  bright  enough  to 
achieve  Coach  Rushing's  annual  goal, 
"What  else,  but  to  win  the  conference!" 
The  Eagles  lost  only  two  players,  Lewis  and 
Kris  Todd,  and  in  return  picked  up 
talented  transfers  and  freshmen  for  the  '87 
campaign.  Said  Rushing,  "We  have  con- 
tinually improved  in  the  past  two  years, 
and  at  the  end  of  fall  workouts  we  were 
already  ahead  of  last  year's  development  in 
terms  of  ability  and  experience."

This  '86-'87  edition  of  the  Lantern  was  designed  and  completed  under 
the  supervision  and  leadership  of  Michelle  Watlington,  editor  and  Dr. 
Bob  Hazlewood,  advisor.  Production  of  the  yearbook  was  simplified 
with  the  reorganization  of  the  section  editors.  Beginning  with  this 
year's  Lantern,  section  editors  are  eligible  for  a  maximum  of  six  hours 
of  academic  credit  over  a  period  of  two  years.  This  credit  is  designated 
on  the  transcripts  as  English  4503  "Print  Media  Workshop  I  and  II." 

Such  credit  enables  a  student  to  be  rewarded  for  the  time  spent  work- 
ing on  the  yearbook  and  also  permits  the  advisor  to  exercise  greater 
control  over  the  total  production  of  the  yearbook.  The  chief  editor  and 
chief  photographer  continued  with  their  workshops.  Dr.  Hazlewood 
assigned  other  students  who  applied  for  positions  on  the  yearbook  staff 
to  serve  as  assistants  to  the  various  section  editors.  Section  editors 
next  year  will  be  drawn  primarily  from  this  year's  assistants. 

Another  innovation  marked  this  year's  Lantern.  Instead  of  using  a 
dominant  theme  to  unify  the  yearbook,  the  Lantern  staff  sought  unity 
through  layout  design  and  special  effects.  Also,  this  was  the  first  time 
in  several  years  that  the  Campus  Life  and  Special  Events  sections  were 
combined  into  the  Campus  Activity  Section. 

The  entire  staff  has  exerted  an  inordinate  amount  of  time  and  effort  in 
producing  what  the  staff  considers  a  superior  yearbook.  A  special 
thanks  goes  to  Dr.  Annie  Lou  Smith,  who  accompanied  Michelle  and 
Suzie  to  Dallas  last  spring  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Hazlewood,  who  was  ill.
